Sinking of the Shepherdess in 1844, 

The recent burning of the elezant 
Bteamer, J. M. White, on the lower Mis- 
sissippi, accompanied by MOO an appall- 
ing Iocs of life, has recalled many similar 
disasters that have occurred in the past. 
Kome of our exchanges have refered to 
the sinking of the .Shepherdess Id 1844 
within three miles of St. Louis, while en- 
route to that place from Cincinnati. The 
Shepherdess was in command of Captain 
A. P. Howell, of Covington, father of 
Mrs. H. C. Barkley, of this city, and the 
detaila of the terrible calamity, togethi 
with an account of the heroic conduct of 
Captain Howell and Robert Bullock, of 
whom the latter was a citisen of this 
place, is given in the following, clipped 
from the Covington Commopwealth : 

The Shepherdess waa the property of Cap- 
tain A. P. Howell, or thla city, and waa mak- 
ing bar first trip under hta ownership and 
control. Within Bight Of the city of 81. Louis, 
In the winter of 1844. tbe boat atrnck a snag 
full and square. Tbe crash waa sudden, aud 
the effect terribly fatal.
